{welfare and civic projects. They hold that these activ- 
ities are the responsibilities of the state, the local com- 
|] munities, or private individuals, and that Federal part- 
icipation in these fields, both financial and managerial, 
4 should be abandoned throughout this nation of ours.” 

: That message comes like a breath of fresh moun- 
‘tain air in an era when most of the chambers of com- 
‘}merce and other such civic organizations seem to be 
| primarily involved in trying to get more and more mon- 
: ey out of the Federal treasury, or more appropriately, 


ij the taxpayer’s. pocket. Moreover, it is a message which 
‘lig based squarely on what we used to consider funda- 
‘{mental American ideals and principles. Yet a whole 
‘| generation has grown up which never lived under any- 
thing except the system of Federal grants and doles 
which began with the depression and has continued, at 
an ever accelerating pitch, ever since. 

This is the system which has destroyed states’ 
-[rights and undermined the independence of the people. 
'4It is the system which has taxed us to the point of con- 
{fiscation, and has made the tax bill one of the largest 
i items in every family budget. It is the system which has 
| ercated_huge_government deficits, even-in times. when 
business was booming and tax revenues were at record 
Hpeaks. It is the system which will ruin us if continued.

Justice Announces New 
Truck Overload Penalties 


A new state law amending the 
previous one on overluaded trucks 
now allows a police officer or any 
authorized Michigan highway de- 
ipartment agent to stop a truck for 
weighing if he has reason to be- 
lieve that it is overloaded, Justice 
‘Larry Galehouse said today. The 
police officer or state agent cant 
force the truck to be placed in| 
some suitable place until the ex-| 
cess load is removed if it is found} 
tu be overloaded, he said.

exceed $100 and a 2c per pound 
charge for all averload in excess 
of 2.000 pounds or less: 4¢ for 
every pound over 2,000 but not 
over 3,000; 6c per pound for all 
over 3,600 but not over .
